Why the Treaty Propssed by Mr. Blaine 
Was BRejected. 

A writer inthe Recew of Reviews gives 
some new information as to — the 
Hawaiians rejected the treaty recently gro- 
posed by Mr. Blaine. It seems the mis- 
carriage of that project was owing to the 
influence of the WVominion Government 
astutely brought to bear in the right quar- 
ters by the late Sir John A. Macdonald. It 
will be recalled that the supplementary 
provisions to the reciprocity treaty of 1876, 
which were added in ISS7 under the Cleve- 
land Administration, gave the United 
States the exclusive right to establish and 
fortify a naval station in the Hawaiian 
Islands—!’ear] Harbor being designated for 
the purpose. But the continuance of this 
exclusive right was to be limited by the 
duration of tue treaty. Mr. Blaine desired 
to make the cession of Pearl Harbor per 
manent ; ich a privilege, together 
with an agreement that Hawai should enter 
into no treaty engagements with other pow- 
ers without the previous knowledge of the 
United States, were embodied in the new 
convention recommended to the Hawaiian 
Government by Me. Carter, its Minister at 
Washington. What was known as the

While | 
in Canada he was in close conference with 
Sir John Macdonald and became e guest of 
President Stephen of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. Upon tis return to Honolulu 
he astonished jis colleagues by throwing 
his utmost influ against them, with the 
result that the Kinz ultimately refused to 


sign the proposed treaty. The reason sub- 
sequently given in the Legislature by Mr. 
Ashford for his curse was that tosurrender 
the right to make treaties with other powers 
without sion by the United States 
wasasurrender of independence. It was 
also, he added, poculiarly inexpedient as pre- 
clading some aivantageous commercial ar- 
rangements with Canada, which he would 
presently communicate, 

The also undertakes to tell the 
Hawaiians what they have lost by coquett- 
ing with Canada, and says that, ‘* It is 
manifest, that both the United States and 
the Hawanan Islands have been damaged 
by Canadian interposition, The United 
States are left without any guarantee of 
yermanent influence, for the cession of Pearl 
{arbor is terminable with the treaty making 
it. The Hawaiians, on the other hand, 
through the tremendous drop in the price 
of sugar m the American markets, find 
themselves thrust down from the im- 
mense special advante ges which, since 1876, 
had constituted their main source of 
wealth. Had the treaty been concluded, 
the Hawanans would have lost nothing by 
the tree intlow of sugar from Cuba and Bra- 
zil into United States. They would 
have occupied precisely the same position as 
that held by the suvar growers of Louisiana, 
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For it will be remembered that, in return 
for the desired concessions, the United 
States promosed to give Hawaii full partici- 
pation in the bounties granted to American 
ywroducers of sagar. ‘Those bounties the 


fawatians have lost, and they have gained 
absolutely nothing in exchange for them 
from Canada Kat from later intelligence 
from the Islands itis evident the people are 
not grieving very greatly over the failure of 
the United States to secure a monopoly of 
the Hawaiian markets,

Decline in the Marriage Rate. 


This i the season of the year when the 
list of marriage announcements increases 
—— The betrothals of the summer are 
ulfilled in the weddings of the autumn, and 
in all the circles of society we have abund- 
ant and practical proof that the cry about 
the failure of marriage, which has been 
raised by a few pessimistic philosophers, 
both men and women, 1s not heeded by 
healthy minds, does not check the 
growth of the sentiment which results in 
matrimony. It may be true that there has 
been a decline in the marriage rate of highly 
eivilized countries during recent years. That 
is amatter of statistics, which are indisput- 
able. But because there has been such a de- 
crease we have no good reason for concluding 
that the desire for marriage has lessened pro- 
portionately or that the institution of matri- 
mony has fallenintoany disfavor. It means 
simply that more people are unable to 
gratify the desire for mating than under 
the older social conditions. The great and 
pervasive emigration movement in Europe 
must have tended to reduce the marriage 
rate in the countries most affected by it, 
and, asa matter of fact, they are the coun- 
tries where the decline is moet noticeable. 
Naturally, emigration makes a heavy draft 
on the young and enterprising unmarried 
men, and carries them away to different 
associations. The enormous draft which 
the armies of Europe make on the young and 
Vigorous men of the great States alsoassistato 
a marked degree in lowering the rate in them 
all. Modern civilization, moreover, requires 
the employment of vast numbers of young 
men in professions and occupations whick 
shut them out from matrimony hardly less 
than the military service iteelf. Ratiways 
and telegraphs, engineering and mining 
enterprises, ocean transportation, the new 
methods of selling merchandise by the 
means of a atmols of travelling agents, 
andthe slow preparation for strictly pro- 
fessional careers act as obstacles to marriage 
in youth, and therefore lessen the probabil- 
ity of its occurrence at any period in lif 
More men, proportionately, are nomads and 
adventurers than in times past, and the ua- 
settlement of their lives of course tende to 
keep them from marrying, for marriage 
oes with the tixedness and permanency of 
omes. Even in this new country, and even 
among the farming population, whose in- 
clination to early marriages has always been 
especially strong, this migratory spirit is 
exhibited to a striking degree. e lone- 
lineas of farm life and the severity of the 
manual labor of the farm are sending the

young men to the towns, whose 
aggregate population is increasing at a 
ratio #0 much greater than that of 


the country. Of course, these must add 
tothe ranks of the bachelors while they 
are striving and hustling to make their way 
under new conditions. The decline in the 
marriage rate, accordingly, is easily ex- 
plainable on other grounds than the pesasi- 
mistic theory of the growth of an actual 
disinclination to matrimony because of 
skepticism ss to the advantages of the in- 
stitution. If fewer people marry, proportion- 
ately, it is not because the rest do not want 
to marry, but because the circumstances of 
their lot prevent them from gratifying their 
desire to be mated. That isa far more de- 
fensible theory, so far as concerns the great 
mass of the unwedded. It applies to all 
unmarried women and to moet men in the 
game condition. The bachelors from choice 
are an insignificant number. The voluntary 
old maids do not exist, unless in convents. 
In the circle of society where the greatest 
wealth exists, and where consequently the 
material obstacles to matrimony are least,

A sum of morey 
was appropriated for the purpose of makin 
some preliminary studies for a railr 
route to Victoria Nyanza, 

The British East Africa Company was 
armery by the Government, the press, 
and public sentiment to advance to the lake. 

The 
company says it has raised every dollar it 
can in behalf of this Uganda enterprise, and 
| that its means are not adequate to support 
| ite influence so far in the interior, unless 

the railroad is speedily built. It has there-

| force from Uganda unless aid comes from 
| Some quarter. 
| The danger of the situation lies in the 
fact that the withdrawal of the military 
force would be likely to result in the retreat 
of all the British missionaries from Uganda, 
or in their massacre and the violent death 
ot their hundreds of converts. There is 
| reason to believe that Mwanga would revive 
| the old dark days when he burned scores of 
Christians at the stake. The British mis- 
sionaries now have a church with about 300 
native members, and they are directly in- 
fluencing the lives of over 2,000 people, all 
of whom are learning to read 6 j write. 
They have established a number of out sta- 
tions in northern Uganda and the neighbor- 
ing regions. 

The Waganda seem to accept European 

teaching with eagerness, and from the 
| purely humanitarian point of view it will 
| indeed be deplorable if the work which has 
| made such remarkable progress is suddenly 
abandoned, In fact, the withdrawal of 

Lugard from the country would be likely to 
| put an end to its development for many years 
| to come,

The annoyance 
experienced by the family led to investiga- 
tions similar to those on foot, and an inno- 
cent relative of the family, who was himeelf 
wrongly suspected, got out of his embarrass- 
ing position by securing for the peddler of 
royal gossip a position in adistant colony, 
whereupon the trouble ceased for the time 
being. It is believed that something of 
the same kind has been going on lately, 
but until the guilty person is detected, all 
the members of the Prince's official family 
will be under an unpleasant espionage.

LATEST BY CABLE. 


Appalling Snffenng in Bussia—General 
Notes. 


Winter began in Russia on Thursday with 
the first sharp frost. Living men cannot 
remember any other year in which this sim- 
ple announcement meant what it does now. 
There are literally millions of human beings. 
at the furthest within a six days’ journey of 
London, to whom this frust comes as a sen- 
tence of death by starvation. Although the 
censors have forbidden the Russian papers 
to discuss the famine the Norosti ventures § 
the declaration that 20,000,000 creatures; 
are alreacy without food, and that a sum 
four times greate> than the recent loan ex- 


tracted from France is needed to keep them 
alive. 

Needless to say, nosuch sum is forth- 
coming. Indeed, in the matter of intelli- 
gent relief, nothing is forthcoming. Vague 
tigures are givenof money raised for the 
sufferers quite often by eccentric emotional 
devices of self-denial, which show the warm- 
hearted childishness of the SJav, but nobody 
is able to tell how this money has been ap- 
plied. The only intelligence which reaches 
us from the doomed districtsis of the famine 
prices put everywhere upon food by the 
Russian merchants, and of Kussian usurers 
and small traders who are going about trad- 
ing upon the misery of the peasants, buying 
hair trom the heads of poor girls for afew 
shillings and stcipping houses of every port- 
able article, old icons and picturesque cos- 
tumes handed down from mother to 
dav ghter, and the like, for next to nothing. 

Dispatches received in London announce 
the death at Matabeleland, from exhaustion, 
of Dr. Doyle Glanviile, the leade of the 
British South African expedition. 

The Vulcan Iron Compary of Duisberg 
one of the most important in Europe, declar- 
ed yesterday at a meeting of the directors 
that the German iron industry is at the 
lowest ebb recorded within several years, or 
since it first achieved its great expansion 
under the protective policy of Bismarck. The 
causes are said to be partly on account of 
overproduction and partly because of the 
American McKinley law. 

Grand Master Austin of the Orange Lodges, 
in England has reetgned. He gives as a 
reason for his withdrawal that for a long 
time past he has been annoyed by numerous 
letters, some scurrilous, others merely splen- 
etic, from brethren of the Order who hold 
him responsible for not being sutticiently 
energetic in organizing opposition to Irish 
Home Rule. 

Shanghai advices received here by steam- 
er state that a rebellion was planned to take 
place in China and that the plot may yet be 
carried out. Six foreigners, it was reported, 
were engaged by the Kolao Hui, a big secret 
society, to go to Pekin and blow up the ‘m- 
perial year which would be the signal tora 
general outbreak ayainst the present dy- 
nasty.

Ina 
recent article on the subject Dr. J. H. Ross 
of Leipzig asserts that ‘ not even fresh air 
is more necessary to our existence and well- 
being, and that no other agent exerts so 
great an influence upon the nervous system, 
the medium of our intellectual activity and 
spiritual life.” To the influence of light 
he attributes the fact that the inhabitants 
of northern latitudes are naturally inclined 
to regard life more seriously than those who 
dwellin sunny climes. Herefers tothe circum 
stance, towhichevery physician can bear wit- 
ness, that thewantoflightexertsa prejudicial 
influence on the character and direction ot 
thought, producing gloomy and depressed 
feeling. 
From these and other general facts Dr. 

toss concludes that the nervous excitability 
and nervous energy in civilized man is due 
in great part tothe exclusion of the light 
not only from the eyes but also from the 
skin on which it exerts a healthy action. 
He says : ** The climate of Northern Europe 
would hardly favor cur going back to the 
habits of our barbarian ancestors, but it 
would certainly be more conducive to tne 
health of our children, if they lived more in 
the open air, and with their hands and arms 
and neck and shoulders exposed.” Dr. 
Ross would have the wiadows of dwelling 
houses made much larger—at least large 
enough to light upevery corner—and shaded 
as little as possible, except only in summer 
when the direct sunlight becomes painful. 
‘The dim religious Tight which sv many 

-ople like tw cultivate in their homes,” 
De. Ross says, ‘‘ would not keep a plant 
aliveand is scarcely less prejudicial to man.” 
Especially would he have the sleeping rooms 
well lighted and the beds exposed to the full 
light as much as possible Dr. Ross con- 
cludes his article by quoting from the 
Italian proverbs : 

If you won't admit the sun 
For the doctor you must run, 

Nothing is so certain as that lying does 
not pay, but there is a great deal of it done, 
all the same.

Are Newspaper Directories “ Privileged 
Publications.” 


A most interesting suit has been brought 
against Geo. P. Rowell & Co., of Newspaper 
Directory fame, which will be interesting to 
allnewspaper publishers. W. D. Beyce, Pub- 
lisher of the Chicago Ledger and Saturday 
Blade, have entered action against the 
New York firm for $50,000 damages. The 
cause of this action is a subject in which 
every publisher and advertiser is interested. 
Laying aside the question of damages, which 
interests no one except defendant and plain- 
tiff, the point as to what right any newspaper 
directory publisher has to guess at the cir- 
culation of any newspaper, and print it, will 
possibly be decided in a legal way before 
this case is finally adjusted through the 
courts. Every editorial asseciation has dis- 
cussed this question at each meeting, but no 
legal test has heretofore been applied. It is 
the opinion of some lawyers that newspaper 
directories are not ‘* privileged publica- 
tions, ’ such as R. G. Dun’s and Bradstreet's. 
They are not issued with a key and under 
contract that they shall not be used by any 
one except the subscriber. Therefore it is 
their 7 that the publisher of a news- 
paper directory must either print the figures 
given him or leave the circulation rating of 
the paper out entirely or make himself 
liable for any damages arising from wrong 


quotations. The case will be watched with 
considerable interest.
